1 . The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly indicative 
of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

2. Box 5 in the drawing be provided with an appropriate legend. The drawing should be 
provided with the legend —Fig. 1—. 

3. Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an application 
filed in France on October 19, 1999. It is noted, however, that applicant has not filed a certified 
copy of the French application as required by 35 U.S.C. 1 19(b). 

4. Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for priority under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d) 
based upon an application filed in France on October 19, 1999. A claim for priority under 35 
U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d) cannot be based on said application, since the United States application was 
filed more than twelve months thereafter. 

5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and 
process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of 
carrying out his invention. 

6. Claims 6-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. In particular, applicant's disclosure of Fig. 1 is deemed to be insufficient for patent 
purposes. While the art may be replete with apparatus that might perform the functions of the 
boxes in Fig. 1 , this does not produce an adequate disclosure which merely indicated generally the 
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functions desired and leaves it to the prospective user to select and combine features from the 
prior art to produce such functions. An applicant must do something more in meeting the 
requirements of the statute than give cues for future experiments by persons skilled in the art who 
desire to carry out the invention. It is deemed by the examiner that one skilled in the art 
attempting to make and use the invention would be forced through undue experimentation to 
interconnect the boxes in such a manner as to provide the detailed relationships and programming 
necessary to carry out the invention. For example, three different kinds of data are stored in three 
different memories, respectively, but it is not clear how they cooperate or interact with a 
processor to carry out the invention. Essential material may not be incorporated from a 
copending application. The nature of illusory radio stations is clear. 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in 
this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

8. Claims 6-1 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(a) as being fully met by either of Sitrick or 
Arnalds. Each patent discloses a method for simulating a radio device wherein plural stations are 
simulated. Musical works are composed and synthesized from stored files, samples and 
composition data. A virtual environment is provided.
